“FE Pluribus Unum” 


How many people actually know the definition of the 
motto, “E Pluribus Unum”,—the Latin motto appearing 


on The Great Seal of the United States? Though capable ~ 


of many different interpretations, “E Pluribus Unum” is 
generally taken to mean “From many, one,” and to refer 
to the separate colonies being combined into one nation. 
In 1776 the Continental Congress ordered the President to 
have a seal and “E Pluribus Unum” appeared on this seal— 
it was also used on some of the early American coins and 
is still employed on the coins of the U. S. today. Congress 
adopted this motto in 1781. 


The two Latin mottoes on the reverse side of the seal, 
“Annuit Coeptis” and “Novus Ordo Seclarum’’, are from 
Virgil’s ‘“‘Aeneid”, “Georgics” and “Eclogue’’. William Bar- 
ton, who designed The Great Seal, changed and curtailed 
Virgil’s lines containing these phrases onto their present 
forms. As it is used on The Great Seal, “Annuit Coeptis” 
means “He (God) has followed our undertakings’”—‘“‘Novus 
Ordo Seclorium” signifies “A new series of ages.”
